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Mr. A. \V. Lockhcad addressed 
special meeting of the McGill Historien' 
(.'lub in the reading room of Strathcoiu 
Hali yesterday evening. Mr. Lockhcad 
was a member oi the McGill Historical 
Club during his undergraduate days a! 
this University. He graduated with the 
class of '01, and has spent most of the 
intervening years in research and mis- 
sionary work in and about the old cul- 
tural capital of China. 

The meeting was called to order at 
eight-thirty and after the normal busi- 
ness of the society had been disposed of 
as speedily as possible, the President in- 
troduced Mr. Lockhcad to the club as an 
exception to the general rule, — a member 
of the Historical Club who bad con- 
tinued to take an intense and practical 
i itercst in history and historical scho- 
larship in after life. 

The subject of Mr. Lockhcnd's paper 
"The Syrian Church in China and the 
Ncstorian monument." was treated in a 
most interesting fashion by the speaker 
After his excommunication and banish- 
ment by the Councul of Edcssa the 
l-ctrodox bishop, Ncstorius, accompanied 
bv his partisans set up a branch of the 
Christian Church in the East at a time 
when the Tang dynasty looked with 
favour upon, scholars, whatever their 
creed or doctrine. The Ncstorian Church 
flourished for a while, hut towards the 
end of the eighth century A.D. th'ey 
were subjected to violent persecutions 
in common with the adherents of .Dow- 
bism and Buddism. The first outbreak, 
of intolerance occured just about three 
years after the erection of a large mo- 
numental stone by the spiritual descend- 
euts of the early followers of the bi- 
shop Nestorius. The persecution con-

Drs. Withrow. Carroll. Blcwitt and 
Workman were also mentioned by Dr. 
Rose as Canadian Methodist authors. 

Speaking of Dr. Ryerson, the first 
Principal of Victoria College, and

he list of early Canadian authors, 
Or. Rose said it is to be regretted 
that our leading Principals and pro- 
fessors have not turned to literary ef- 
fort.

COURSE AROUSES 
GREAT INTEREST 

Dept. of Religious Education 
Offers Short Course. 



NO FINALS. 



I : The action of the Wharton School of the University of Penn- 
sylvania in abolishing final examinations has called for no inconsider- 
able amount of côîui'ifciît -Tmong ihosc: interested in the forward 
2sLcps of education. 

;* ' "Cramming" to pass a final examination has never been held 
"by educators to be the most desirable mode of acquiring know- 
ledge, and, in spite of the fact that the semester examination has 
always .been held over the head of undergraduates, the effort has 
been made to drive home knowledge from day to day. The final 
^animation has been a sort of test of the attention paid by the 
Uliidcnt. Against the cramming evil no effective step has been 
•fgken. It is still sometimes possible for a man to pass a course 
after one hectic night of study during which he gorges himself 
icvith facts, his theory being that if he enters the examination oozing 
the scattered facts, he may be able to hit upon enough material to 
slip by with the minimum mark. 

r Not because they care especially for the system of A-B-C-D-E 
marking or for final examinations have educators clung to that sys- 
tem, but they have utilized it as the best available means of ticing 
«p the loose ends of the academic course. They admit that the 
ideal system would embrace an orderly process of learning from 
clay to day, with an occasional review to consolidate ground gained. 
The Wharton School faculty apparently believes that its monthly 
examinations in each subject will take care of the review factor, 
and that the elimination of final examinations will cut off those 
last two weeks in a term, when speculation about the probable con- 
tents of the examination paper leaves many men so distraught that 
their acquisitive efficiency is seriously impaired. 

No one would be hardy enough to make a snap judgment pre- 
diction on the Wharton idea. With a business school where those 
enrolled are supposed to have come to a realization of the task in 
hand, there is every possibility that success will result. Its efficacy 
àniong a younger group of the lower classes would be. we think, 
open to question. While it is the ideal to be striven for, the no- 
'Xamination project is still in the future.— The Dartmouth. 



Considerable interest is being shown 
in the short course which the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education of the Af- 
filiated Theological Colleges is starting 
this wcclc. 

The Department of Religious Educa- 
tion was founded last year under Pre:. 
Y. \V C. A., Secretaries, etc. Prompted 
subject to all theological students. In 
co-operation with the University, the 
Department also gives a four-year 
course for the training of Directors of 
Religious Education, Y. M. C. A., and 
Y. M. C. A., Sccretrics, etc. Prompted 
by the great need of trained teachers in 
t ie field of Religious Education, the De- 
partment is this year providing a short 
ourse to be given through the remain- 
der of the academic year for the train-! 
inf of voluntary leadership. 

In the treatment of its material the 
Department uses modern scientific 
methods. Its point of view is an cvid 
ence of the breaking down ai the ima- 
ginary barrier which has long stood be- 
tween science and religion. Recogniz- 
ing the great fact of the evolutionary 
process, the longer course gives a back 
yround of the biological and socia' 
sciences necessary in the modern treat- 
ment of education. 

The short course should have a direct 
appeal to university students who are at 
all interested in Sunday School and 
kindred work. The courses in History 
Administration and Materials of Reli 
?ious Education, also those in Child 
Psychology and the 'Teen Age. 

Programme will be given in the 
evenings and on Saturdays. Any or al! 
of the courses arc free. Under such ex- 
perienced leaders as Rev. Principal Rex- 
ford. Prof. Best and other experts 
whose methods are modem, the course 
should prove not only helpful but in- 
teresting to those who take it up. In- 
formation can be obtained from Prof.

tinued intermittently for many years 
until the coming of the friar mission- 
aries in the middle ages, and it was 
finally deemed advisable to. bury the 
monument, containing .a confession of 
faith of the sectarians df the Pill of 
Immortality as they called themselves 
lest worse harm should overtake them. 
This was consequently carried out, and 
the monument was only unearth by 
some workmen of the temple about the 
year 1620. 

After the general address on the hist- 
ory of this branch of the Syrian Church 
in the Middle Kingdom Mr. Lockhead 
read some interesting extracts of 
translation of the beautifully executed 
ideographs on the monument itself. The 
text consists for the most part of a 
general confession of thcistic belief, an 
account df the Creation and the Fall of 
Man and a fervid expression of belief 
in the saving powers of the Trinity, 
intermingled with a number of evidences 
of extraneous doctrines grafted on as 
a result of unavoidable contact with 
Buddhism and Dowhisrri. 

During the extermination of the usual 
refreshments several of the members 
entered into discussion with the spcakc 
on various points in connection with the 
paper.

Walter Molson Offers Medals 
— Prospects Bright for 
Championship. 

The 1921-22 Boxing Season got away 
to an auspicious start last night when 
eliminations in Science, for the inter fac- 
ulty tournament, commenced at Mol- 
son Hall. True to B. W. & F. traditions 
the Ifirst bout was staged on the dot at 
S o'clock, and for two hours, the re-! 
presentativc gathering of boxing enthus- 
iasts was treated to a number of thrills 
in the various keenly contested bouts. ' 

The inter- faculty boxing tournament 
in the first ever to be staged at McGill, 
Those in charge of the sport have 
adopted this plan as a means of im- 
proving the boxing situation here.

The success'of the scheme is largely 
die to. the efforts of Brewer, last year's 
intercollegiate 145 pound champion, who 
I;is devoted a great deal of his time 
I > the organization and arrangement of 
tic inter-faculty tournament. Up until 
the present there arc already seventy- 
five entries with, a probability of the 
number being increased considerably by 
tonight. 

As a further inducement to the men 
entered in the tournament, eight bronze 
medals have been offered by Mr. Wal- 
t:r Molson, to the champions in the var- 
ious weights. Mr. Molson is the bro- 
ther of the late Percival Molson t to. 
whose memory the Stadium is dedicated:' 
e is a member of the committee on! 
1 hysical Education and has always talc- 
ei a keen interest in all undergraduate 
activities. He has donc a great deal to- 
vards furthering the interests of athlc,- 
t'cs at his Alma Mater at all times. 

The ifirst round of eliminations in 
Commerce and Arts will take place on 
Saturday at 2 P.M., when a number of 
xccllcut bouts will be taged. These will 
n chide one in the 158 pound class be- 
wecn Abinovitch the promising fresh- 
nan who boxed three fast rounds with 
Brewer at the Union smoker on Friday, 
and Wilson, another speedy lad. 

Medicine will hold its eliminations on 
Wednesday and the second round in 
Science will be staged on Tuesday and 
Thursday. All entrants arc notified to 
hold themselves in readiness for they' 
nay be called upon to box at short 
notice. 

The bouts last night were rcferccd by 
Robinson, the new boxing instructor. 
Professors Brown and Sullivan of the 
Staff were also in attendance, showing 
their usual interest in the contestants. 

In the 118 pound class Wilson was 
awarded the decision over Kirschberg 
after three fast rounds. The victor had 
an excellent defense which Kirschberg 
was unable to penetrate. In this bout, 
there was displayed perhaps the best hi: 
of boxing of the evening. 

Graham defeated Saiiimctt in the 125 
pound division. The latter, though wil- 
ling was not able to get through Gra- 
ham's long reach and the latter won by 
a big margin. 

Several good fights took place in the 
1.35 class.

nakc his third transcontinental hike re 
ccntly. Harris walked and "hitched" tin 
entire distance from New York to San 
Francisco and completed the journey in 
exactly twenty- five days. When he 
reached California he entered the Uni- 
versity of California to take his master's 
degree in English. 

On the trip Harris wore army clothes 
and carried in his knapsack only such 
articles as could not he dispensed with :

He slept in numerous and diverse 
places. "On trips like these," he said 
when interviewed, "it is- impossible to 
know where night will overtake you.

On other occas- 
ions, however, 1 have been obliged to 
prepare evening quarters in surroundings 
not so comfortable. I recall especially a 
night spent with a one-legged tramp in 
a dry canyon, another in a wagon-shed 
at a sliecp camp, and another in a dc 
scrted village in a timber belt." 

Harris graduated from Colurhbia 
last June with his bachelor of arts de- 
gree aiuF has the greatest respect fo 
the Now York College. "I am glad to 
be in California," he said, "and sad to 
be away from Columbia. It is true, the 
University of California has a big' grip 
on my affections but how my pride 
swells when I tell the Calif ornians that 
lay Alma Mater is Columbia! After all, 
there is but one college such as Colum- 
bia and, in the last analysis, my heart 
always goes back to her."
